The amendment filed January 30, 2003, canceling claims 1-23 and adding claims 
24-41, has been entered. 



Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in Paper No. 9 is acknowledged. 



35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 30-32 and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to a non-statutory subject matter. The claims read on a product of 
nature, a naturally occurring cell or a composition comprising the cell (human). This 
rejection can be overcome by amending claims 30-32 as "A non-human mammalian 
host cell..", for example. 



Claims 24-29, 33-35 and 39-41 are allowed.
